Dr. Jordan has examined the 
Algerian forms for me and found that ¿insana Herr.-Sch. and sana Staud. are 
certainly distinct species both from seapulosa aud each other—differing in their 
antennae and genitalia as well as in marking. Now both Warren and Hampson 
have identified a/giríae Oberth. with zxsana Herr.-Sch. I, however, have not adopted 
this view because (1) the pattern of tne forewing is different and the hindwing is 
much whiter, and (2) the locality Cape of Good Hope must be taken into account. 
Althongh there is,as Hampson says, every probability that this locality is erroneons, 
yet at the same time we must remember that few it any Lepidoptera came from 
Algeria in Herrich-Schüffer's time. 1 therefore prefer to call this form algiriae 
Oberth. and put insana Herr.-Sch. under it with a ?.
